As will be observed by referring to the second sheet of 
the summary, the contract with the Police Village of Thornton does 


not appear to have been validated by the Provincial Legislature. 


The reduction in the renewal rate for this system, from 
2.75% to 1.35%, which was decided upon in December 1922, and made 
retroactive to the commencement of operations, has not as yet been 
distributed in the books, nor have we considered this reduction in 


preparing the attached summary.
